W HEREAS by au Act of Parliament passed in the Session 
held in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty, the short Title whereof is “ The 
Railways Act (Ireland), 1851 ,” certain Provisions were made for ascer- 
5 taining by Arbitrators the Purchase Money or Compensation to be paid 
by Raihvay Companies in Ireland for Lands required for their Under- 
takings, and for determining Differences with respect to the "Works to 
be made and maintained by such Companies for the Accommodation 
of the Owners and Occupiers of Lands adjoining such Railway Under- 
10 takings ; and it was by said Act enacted, |,that the same should 
continue in force for Five Years next after the passing thereof, and 
thence to the End of the then next Session of Parliament: And 
whereas it is expedient to amend the Provisions of the said Act : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
15 the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and

Commons, in- this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 

Short Title. I. lu citing this Act it shall be sufficient to use the Expression, “ The 
Railway's Act (Ireland), 1855.”

Where Pai-t ^ appear to any Arbitrator under “ The Railways Act 

onlyofLands (Ireland), 1851,” that any Lands are comprised in a Lease for an 
?°ken uiiexpired Term, and Part only of such Lands shall be required for 
to be appor- the Purposes of the Special Act, such Arbitrator shall award and 
SStraL- apportion the Rent payable under such Lease between the said Lands 20 
so required and the Residue of such Lands, and shall note in his 
Draft Award and Award the Particulars of such Apportionment, and 
indorse the same upon such Lease when required so to do, and after 
such Apportionment the Lessee of such Lands shall, as to all future 
accrumg Rent, be liable only to such Portion of the Rent as shall 25 
have been so apportioned upon and in respect of the Lands not 
required for the Purposes of the Special Act ; and as to the Lands not 
so required, and as against the Lessee, the Lessor shall have all the 
same Rights and Remedies for the Recovery of such Portion of Rent 
as previously to such Apportionment he had for the Recovery of the 30 
whole Rent reserved by such Lease ; and all the Covenants, Con- 
ditions, and Agreements of such Lease, except as to the Amount of 
Rent to be paid, shall remain in force with regard to the Residue or 
Lands not required for the Purposes of the Special Act, in the same 
Maimer as they would have done in case such Residue only had been 35 
included in the Lease.

Power to V. It shall be lawful for Persons having a qualified or limited 
iStage!

Ireland as is hereiu-after provided, to sell and convey such Lauds or 
any Part thereof unto the Company, in consideration of an annual 
Rentcharge payable by the Company, and charged on the Tolls and 
Rates of their Undertaking, and recoverable from them in the same 
5 Manner as is enacted in the Eleventh Section of the Lands Clauses 
Consolidation Act, 1845, -adth respect to the Rentcharges therein 
mentioned. 

VI. It shall be ia\vful for any Party having such qualified or limited Parties 
Interest, with the Approbation of the Court of Chancery in Ireland, havingqunli- 

10 to sell and convey to the Company any Lands required for the Pur- 

poses of a Railway in Ireland, or any Interest in such Lands, for such terests mny 
Consideration, whether valuable or nominal, and under and subject to 
such Covenants, Reservations, and Agreements as that Court shall 
direct and approve of; and upon the Petition of the Company the 
15 Court shall direct such References and order such Inquiries as may 
be requisite as to the Value of such Lands, and as to the Advan- 
tages, immediate or prospective, which may accrue to such Lands 
from the Construction of the proposed Railway, and may require 
Notice of such Petition to be given to any Person interested in such 
20 Lands, in Remainder or Reversion, and thereupon may permit such 
Party to sell and convey such Lands, or any Interest therein, to the 
Company for such Consideration, whether valuable or nominal, and 
under and subject to such Covenants, Reservations, and Agreements 
as the Court shall direct or approve of, or may make such Order upon 
25 such Petition as shall seem fit : Provided always, that Notice of such 
Petition shall be given for Three successive Weeks in the Dublin 
Gazette, and also in some One and the same Newspaper circulating 
in the County where such Lands shall be situate. 

VII. In the Construction of this Act the Words “ the Company ” Interprcta- 

30 shall mean the Company constituted by the Special Act. Clause. 

VIII. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. eatend to

IX. This Act shall continue in force for One Year next after the Continuance 
passing thereof, and thence to the End of the then next Session of 
Parliament.
